NORTH'S POSITION ON UNIFICATION ISSUE OUTLINED 
Pyongyang NODONG SINMUN in Korean 4 May 80 p 6 


[Article by Yu Kye-hwan: "Independence, Peaceful Unification and National 
Unity: A Program for Fatherland Unification Common to the South and the 
North") 


[Text] The unification of the divided fatherland, peacefully and based 
on the principles of independence and democracy, is the consistent posi- 
tion of our party. 


We insist that interference by foreign powers in the internal affairs of 
our nation be ended, and that north and south sit down together to seek 
the means of national salvation and to chart together the nation's future. 


Independent, peaceful unification is the will of the people and the 
national aspiration. It is also the wish of the world's people who hope 
for peace in Korea and for its peaceful reunification. 


The three great principles of independence, peaceful unification and 
national unity espoused by our party reflect the will and aspirations 
of the people. 


These three great principles were made known both here and abroad as a 
fatherland unification program common to north and south in the historic 
4 July joint north-south communique, thus becoming a national milestone 
for unification of the fatherland and garnering official recognition, 
both here and abroad, as fundamental principles for solving the Korea 
Question. 


The three great principles embody the essential demands associated with 
resolving the question of unification of our nation. 


The issue of unifying our nation must be settled on the basis of the 
principle of independence. 





The great leader Comrade Kim Ll-song has taught as follows: 


"The problem of unification of our nation is one that, as our people's 
internal problem, must be solved by Korean people themselves. Only when 
people's internal problems are solved by the people's own strength will 
the national interest and the intent of the people be served." ("OEGUK 
KIJADURI CHEGIHAN CHILMUNE TAEHAN TAEDAP" [Responses to Questions Posed 
by Foreign Journalists] Vol 2, p 92) 


Independent unification of the fatherland means having U.S. forces 
which are blocking the untfication of our nation withdrawn, preventing 
outside powers from interfering in the internal aftairs of our nation, 
and not drawing foreign powers into them. 


Only when a given nation bears responsibility for, and executes the right 
of self-determination in solving, its own problems can it maintain 
national dignity and honor, and achieve independence and prosperity. 


The masters of Korea are the Korean people and those that will solve the 
Korean question, too are those that are concerned--the Korean people. 
The problem of Korean unification is our nation's internal affair of 
rejoining severed bonds, a problem which falls under the application of 
the right of independence of our people. 





No foreign power has the right to interfere in the internal affairs of 
our nation, or to take our place and resolve the problem of Korean uni- 
fication. That our nation has been divided and unable to achieve unifi- 
cation up to now is the result of foreign interference and of the policy 
of dependence on the outside by the subservient forces. 


Ouc people are a dignified people who look upon independence as being 
as precious as life itself, a wise, civilized and brave people capable 
of fully resolving the question of national unification of their own 
accord. 


Only through the chuche capabilities of our people can the calamity of 
national division forced on us by foreign powers, be checked, and only 
by maintaining an independent position can the question of national 
unification be solved in conformance with the national interest. 


The principle of independence reflects such basic demands arising in the 
solving of the unification issue. 


The unification of our nation must be achieved by peaceful means. 


Only through a peaceful solution to the Korea question can peace in 
Korea and Asia be preserved and national security be guaranteed. 














The division of Korea resulted from outside factorea and not from the 
national intent of the people. 


Our people, who suffer the woes resulting from this division, all long 
for peaceful national unification and have no reason to fight each 
other, as Koreans, to unify the divided fatherland, 


In South Korea, which has been converted into a U.S. military and nu- 

clear base, military force is being increased, the introduction of 

military arms and the militarization of the economy are being promoted, 
antagonism against us is being fomented and military training strengthened-- 
such are the primary factors which block a peaceful solution to the Korea 
question. 


We have been consistently advocating achieving national unification by 
peaceful means. The series of proposals that we have advanced up to 

this point, including that for withdrawal of U.S. forces from South Korea, 
for an end to military escalation and the arms race, for a reduction in 
troops and armaments, and for cooperation in many fields and wide-ranged 
negotiations are ; .1 designed to preserve peace in Korea and to improve 
prospects for a peaceful solution to the unification problem. In the 
interest of peace in Korea and peaceful unification we have, moreover, 
proposed the conclusion of a peace treaty with the United States. 


Only by relieving tension in Korea and by eliminating the overall factors 
which give rise to mistrust between north and south can the prospect 
of peaceful unification of the fatherland be opened. 


The principle of peaceful unification reflects this demand. 


Grand national unity is a fundamental guarantee for independent and 
peaceful unification. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song has taught as follows: 


"In the struggle to unify the divided fatherland, communists of the north 
and nationalists of the south can unify and cooperate." ("Collected Works 
of Kim Ll-song" Vol 7, p 280) 


The nationwide character of fatherland unification demands that all patrio- 
tic elements in the north and the south disregard differences in political 
views and religious beliefs, that they unify as one, combining their 
strength and wisdom. 


Although there are differences in ideologies and systems between the north 
and the south, there is no reason why this should dictate that they must 
forever live apart, sacrificing the national interest. 








We have no intention of forcing our ideology on South Korea. It is our 
position chat unification of the fatherland can be achieved even with the 
existing systems in the north and the south left intact. There is no 
reason that north and south cannot come together as long as differences 
in ideology and system do not present an obstacle to solution of the 
unification problem. 


We can easily join together if, in the common national interest, we put 
behind us our mutual differences and emphasize the national interest. 


In order to achieve national unity, social democratization must be real- 
ized in South Korea. 


Under conditions where democratic rights are trampled upon and discussion 
of unification is subject to punishment, there can be no free demonstra- 
tion of intent nor can the fatherland be unified by peaceful means. 





The principles of independent, peaceful unification and national unity are 
principles for fatherland reunification which reflect the current of the 
times flowing along with the national aspirations of our people and the 
course of freecon 


These three great principles, which reflect the intent of our people to 
reject interference, friction and disunity, and to aspire to freedom, 
peace and unity, have opened the prospect for our people to pool their 
strength, reject outside interference and achieve national unification 
with their own hands in a peaceful manner, and are possessed of a clear- 
cut line and program for fatherland unification given credence by our 
people in both the south and the north. 


The various demands of the three great principles have not yet been 
fulfilled, and the obstacle which lies across the road to unification 
remains, as ever, unremoved. 


The three great principles, which both south and north have pledged be- 
fore the people to faithfully carry out, are recognized beth here and 
abroad as principles which no one can unilaterally distort or avoid 
carrying out. Avoidance or refusal to fulfill them constitutes an anti- 
national act, and is an act of betrayal which tramples on agreed upon 
principles. The previous dictators of South Korea acted in precisely 
such a manner. 


From the instant the South-North Joint Communique which proclaimed the 
three great principles both here and abroad was announced, they publicly 
slandered it while, as ever, begging openly for the permanent subjugation 
of South Korea under U.S. forces. They tied themselves to foreign power 
and accelerated military armament and preparation for war, they stirred 
up anti-communist disturbances and, while advocating unity between north 
and south, refused fulfilling the terms of the agreement and promoted 

a splittist line. 








The attitude displayed toward the three great principles was the touch- 
stone which separated them according to whether or not they desired uni- 
fication of the nation 


Anyone in South Korea who truly desires national unification will not 
join hands with foreign forces, but will as a matter of course join hands 
with us; they will not chase after the line of war, but will march along 
the road to peaceful unification; they should not desire confrontation 
with us, but unite with us. 


The national tragedy suffered by our people as a resuit of continued 
division and the complex situation created by our nation's circumstances 
urgently demand, more than at any other time, that north and south pool 
their strength for the sake of national peace and peaceful unification 
and adopt a common policy for national salvation. 


To promote antagonism and confrontation within the nation and to continue 
proceed along the path of division can lead only to a grave situation 
which the very relations between north and south, not to speak of 

national unification, will be beyond control. 


Fatherland reunification is a national task common to both south and north; 
if north and south do not pool their strength and advance the great under- 
taking of national unification, nobody will be able to say that he has 
completed his task laid before the people. 


Sometime ago a working-level meeting was held at Panmunjom to arrange a 
meeting between the prime ministers of the north and the south. 


Following the disappearance of the previous South Korean dictator, the 
initial contact between the two sides was set to bring cooperation and 
unity to the north and the south and to quickly eradicate confrontation, 
and reflected the aspiration of the people to open up a new prospect for 
unification of the fatherland. 


Today in South Korea a situation has been created which is incompatible 
with the aspirations of people who long for unification. Military 

maneuvers and anticommunist propaganda against us continue as before in 
South Korea, and animosity and antagonism toward us are being advocated. 


When confrontation is advocated in place of the creation of an atmosphere 
of trust and understanding, free from mutual mistrust and misunderstand- 
ing, and relations between south and north are made tense, successful 
progress in negotiations cannot be expected and it becomes difficult to 
promote the great undertaking of unification. 


Mutual contact and dialogue between north and south are necessary to 
ultimately improve relations between the north and the south, and to 





realize the independent and peaceful unification of the nation, in 
accordance with the principles of independent and peaceful unification 
and national unity previously agreed upon by both sides. 


If unification is not desired, and if the intent is to maintain che divi- 
sion, then there is no need for dialogue. 


lf we are to blaze a national path to the future, then the road of con- 
frontation with us under outside influence should not be followed, but 

rather the ties with such foreign influence should be broken and there 

should be unity and cooperation with us so that we can pursue the great 
undertaking of national unification. 


No one who is concerned about the future of the fatherland and the peo- 
ple can turn aside from fatherlan' unification. 


This is a time when the national tragedy suffered because of continued 
division can no longer be endured, when the desire of the people for 
fatherland unification is boiling more fiercely; as such, it is a time 
when all patriotic elements in the north and the sout’ . 4d combine 
their strength under the banner o. ‘ndependent, peace .1 uni.iication 
and national unity. 


Only when north and south cooperate and act with unity can we carry out 
the historic undertaking of peaceful unification of the fatherland.

BUILLDING-MATERIALS PRODUCTION BASES UNDER CONSTRUCTION

[Text] Pyongyang June 18 (KCNA)--A modern wood-fibre board shop has been 
newly built at the Kilju veneer factory of our country. 


The shop will produce 2.5 million square metres of wood-fibre board by use 
of various byproducts of the factory, such as, sawdust and woodshavings 
without using timber. 


With the construction of the shop, timber, 50,000 cubic metres of which is 
needed to produce this amount of wood-fibre board, will be greatly saved. 


All production processes from the charging of raw material to wood-fibre 
board are serialized at the shop equipped with a 4,000 [word indistinct] 
and other modern machines and installations. 


Various kinds of boards for inner decoration of buildings and furniture 
are produced with wood-fibre board. 


In our country more than 10 modern general building-materials production shops 
will be built before the sixth congress of the Workers’ Party of Korea slated 
for October. 


Among them, the construction of patterned tile shop of the Pakchung construc- 
tion porcelain factory and stencil paper shop, bathtub shop, illuminating 
apparatus shop, large-size slate shop and wood-fibre board shop is nearing 
completion in various parts. 


When completed, these shops will drastically boost the production of high 
quality wallpaper, various colour patterned tiles, illuminators, roofing 
materials and materials for furniture. 


Also progressing apace is the construction of the rolled glass shop which 
will produce patterned glass, figured glass and frosted glass, and of the 
iron window frame shop and patterned printing shop.

"KCNA' DESCRIBES MINES IN WESTERN REGION 
SK181051 Pyongyang KCNA in English 1023 GMT 18 Jun 80 


[Text] Pyongyang June 18 (KCNA)--The western region of our country is an 
iron ore and non-ferrous metal ore production centre of great potential. 


Mines of large scale are found in Unryul, Chaeryong, Changyon, Ongjin and 
other areas of the region. 


Before liberation, a few poorly equipped small mines were operating there. 
The existing mines have been reconstructed and expanded and new ones 
developed on an extensive scale after the liberation. 


Thus, today, a number of new modern mines including limonite and non- 
ferrous metal mines have made their appearance and the existing mines have 
grown in scale scores of times, with their equipment markedly improved. 


At the iron ore mines, the excavating equipment has been replaced with 
modern, large-sized and high-speed ones and the transport operation has 
been diversified. At the Chaeryong mine, the proportion of the mechanized 
work in mining has reached nearly 100 per cent. 


Meanwhile, at the non-ferrous metal mines, ore output is growing fast with 
the brisk acceleration of the mechanisation of the pit work. 


At the February mine, where the comprehensive mechanisation of pit work is 
near completion, the ore output has jumped five times that 15 years ago. 


Now, at the mines in the region, the level of technical equipment is 20 times 
higher than right after liberation. Now they excavate in a little over 

one month as much ores as were produced in the whole of the pre-liberation 
year. 


This year when the sixth congress of the Workers’ Party of Korea is scheduled, 
the mines of the western region will boost the output of limonite and non- 
ferrous metal ores 30 to 50 per cent above last year.

NAJIN PORT COMPLETED; REPORTED AS 8-24 PORT 
Tokyo KITA CHOSEN KENKYU in Japanese No 69, Mar-Apr 80 pp 23-25 
[Text] A. Construction Status of 8-24 Port 


The first reference by North Korea to the reconstruction of Najin Port 
occurred in August of 1974. At that time it was revealed that as of 

2 June the Port Construction Operations Office* had charge of construc- 
tion (NODONG SINMUN 13 October 1974). Then, on 10 October of that year 
construction of an outdoor loading dock, warehouses, water supply facil- 
ities, fuel oil supply facilities (tanks), dock cranes, and a dock rail- 
road was announced (NODONG SINMUN, 18 October 1974). Subsequently, 
substantive reportage has been practically nonexistent. The latest 
report, in July 1979, concerned the pouring of concrete for pier No 3 
(NODONG CH'ONGYON, 7 July 1979). Hence, it is believed that by late last 
year or early this year most facilities at Najin Port were complete, 
with three piers in a state of full service. Though the precise status 
has not been fully revealed, during the period beginning late last year 
and continuing into the beginning of this year, frequent reports concern- 
ing the activities of "8-24 Port" have come to light. North Korea has 
not, of course, revealed to which harbor the term "8-24 Port" refers, 
but research conducted by this institute suggests it to be Najin Port. 
Our conclusion is based generally on the following arguments: First, 
the use of numbers in naming a port has no precedence. In news releases 
about "8-24 Port," only Najin Port (thought now to be operational) does 
not appear by its proper name, even though proper names of other ports 
do appear. In October of 1979 it was reported that ship No 1201, 
attached to "8-24 Port," was actively handling cargo (MINJU CHOSON, 

31 October 1979). Since, however, numbers assigned to North Korean 

port vessels indicate ports to which vessels are attached--i.e., the 
2500 series to Chongjin Port; the 2800 series to Hungnam Port; the 2900 
series to Wonsan Port; the 1800 and 1900 series to Namp'o Port--ship 1201 
is thought to be attached to a port other than those cited. These facts 
suggest that "8-24 Port" and Najin Port are identical and the above- 
mentioned reports would seem to indicate the facility to be fully 
operational.

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B. The Nature of Najin Port 


This institute has conjectured (KITA CHOSEN KENKYU, No 9, p 19) that the 
reconstruction of Najin Port was undertaken with Soviet aid, apparently 
with the intention that the Soviets would have nearly exclusive access 
to this far eastern ice-free port. Our assumption has been borne out 

by the conclusion of the 31 December 1978 "Najin Port Use Agreement" 
between North Korea and the Soviet Union (KITA CHOSEN KENKYU, No 57, 

p 50). Certain Western sources reported that Najin Port had become a 
Soviet military base. However, to begin with, recognition of the facil- 
ity as a military base would require an agreement between the two coun- 
tries with one party offering the other land and facilities for military 
use over a long period of time, either with or without compensation. 

In that sense, Najin Port has not become a Soviet military base. This, 
however, is a legalistic definition, and represents a narrow interpreta- 
tion. Discussions of questions of this nature within the scope of the 
so-called "intelligence" genre, require the broad interpretation toLe 
taken into account: Is its use essentially of a military nature; is 
there not the risk of its ultimately being used militarily; or is there 
the intent to use it militarily in the near future? Since, as is well 
known, nations such as North Korea are highly secretive regarding mili- 
tary matters, information such as any Soviet military use of Najin Port 
would, of course, not be revealed openly. Such information is acquired 
only through analysis of intelligence information. Intelligence of 
value, then, rests upon rigid analysis and organic integrati» of facts 
(information) on the basis of points such as those enumerated above. 
This institution has, therefore, undertaken to analyze and clarify the 
series of reports relating to Najin Port. Our conclusions are generally 
as follows: 


1. Najin Port is a naturally favorable ice-free port, and has been used 
militarily since the Japanese period. 


2. North Korea uses Najin as a military port, and it is the site of the 
naval military academy, the Najin Shipyard (building frigates of the 
"Rajin" type). 


3. Reconstruction of Najin Port was carried out by the Soviets, but 
North Korga has not revealed this fact openly. 


4. Though Najin is not among the international ports of North Korea 
(there are 6), Soviet ships alone dock there. (Since Soviet ships call 
frequently, there should of course be customs duties, which would make it 
an international port at this point of time. This does not, however, 
apply to ships of other nations. If no duties are charged to Soviet ships, 
the facility would be like the old foreign concessions. ) 





5. The Soviets are propagandising by meane of RADLO MOSCOW broadcasts 
aimed at North Korea the friendly nature of relations between Najin Port 
and the Soviete. (There are no facilities for intercepting these broad- 
caste in Japan.) 


6. Soviet goods (special passage friendship goods) are forwarded from 
Najin Port by meana of a railroad between Najin Station and Tumangang 
[Tumen River] Station. 


7. Seviet goods bound for Vietnam (RADIO MOSCOW does not apecify the 
nature of these goods) are shipped from Najin Port. 


8. Though pictures of other porte are published in North Korean papere 
and magazines, there is a complete news blackout on Najin Port. 


9. The Soviets are aseiating in the development of all of the northern 
part of North Hamgyong Province, including Najin. 


10, From the viewpoint of North Korean people's livelihood, Najin Port 
is too remote an area to merit the massive degree of investment in plant 
and facilities it has received to date. (The Tumangang [Tumen River) 
Station-Najin railroad is not yet electrified. This is either because 
it is not eufficiently used or is waiting for Soviet aid.)

YI DYNASTY ROOTS OF AUTHORITARIANISM TRACED 
Seoul SINDONGA in Korean May pp 130-139 


[Article by Kang Man-kil, Koryo University professor of History: "Korea's 
Art of Ruling in Historical Perspective") 


{Text} That the royal authority of the Yi Dynasty was preserved for 500 
years was due to the fact that popular opposition to the Yi Dynasty art of 
rule was not organized, as well as to the fact the intellectual leadership 
necessary to instill the idea of doing so was not formed. 


l. Preface 


Upon receiving an invitation to visit Korea, an eminent West European his- 
torian at the turn of the century asked, “Is there anything that a his- 
torian can learn by going to a country where a single dynasty has held 
sway for some 500 years?"--the question went without a reply. Leaving 
aside whether or not such an incident occurred, the fact is that the 
thousand years of Silla and the 500 years each of the Koryo and Yi dynas- 
ties constitute the bulk of our historic periods. While there are instan- 
ces when the long-running dynasties of our nation are a source of bravado-- 
the “thousand-year state" and the "500-year state"--and that, when looked 
at from the point of view of the dynasties, there is something to be proud 
about, viewed from the angle of considering the overall historical develop- 
ment of our nation, pride is supplanted by a sense of disgrace. 


The fact that a single system of rule was maintained for hundreds of years, 
without any substantial changes, in total disregard of the fact that the 
aspirations of the people grow right along with social development, cannot 
be considered anything to brag about. In considering how a single dynasty 
could last for some 500 years, one can say either that the dynastic system 
of rule had sufficient elasticity to adapt to epochal changes, or on the 
contrary, that the system exhibited the necessary art of ruling, whenever 
necessary, to prevent changes in itself. 


In the case of a system of rule that reform itself so as to conform to 
historic or epochal change, historic development occurs smoothly; on the 
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other hand, when a given system of rule does not keep in step with social 
progress and seeks to preserve itself, it has no choice but to employ 
oppressive means of rule or to make use of deceitful methods. While the 
methods employed by the system of rule that has fallen out of step with 
social progress or epochal development to maintain itself are manifold, 
the question of why such was tolerated within the ruling system cannot be 
avoided, 


Even disregarding the thousand years of Silla and the 500 years of Koryo, 
the 500 years of the Yi Dynasty preserved royal rule for an unparalleled 
period irrespective of rapid changes in the world. We have the term "Yi 
Dynasty Stability"--but where it came from is one of the unresolved ques- 
tions of Yi Dynasty historic research. Associated with it is the question 
of the nature of the ruling system of the Yi kings and that of the trans- 
formation of the art of rule; the question of a society based on a heredi- 
tary ruling class must also be taken int onsideration. Gaining insight 
on some hundred years of Yi Dynasty, focusing on the question first of all 
of how it was that it lasted for 500 years, is of significance in itself. 


One final remark: We are aware of the poison of the so-called school of 
historic colonialism, and we set high value on the labor and vigor which 
our post-liberation historians expended on rectifying its effects; at the 
same time, we are well aware of the fact that, unless we are to unreason- 
ably distort history, there are no grounds for ignoring Americanization.... 


2. Foundation and Art of Rule of the Yi Dynasty 


The close of the 14th century, when the Yi Dynasty was established, was one 
of the great transformational periods in our history. The beginnings of 
this transformation can be traced to the military coup which occurred in 
the late 12th century. With the military coup the ruling system of the 
royal Koryo family collapsed, and with it the political and social con- 
sciousness of the low-born and common masses was rapidly awakened, as the 
struggle for power went on among the military; hence the origin of the 
saying "Is there any difference between the princes and peers and the 
generalissimos and the prime ministers?", as commented by the lower clas- 
ses. 


The disturbance of heriditary rule in the wake of the military coup was 
brought to termination with the foundation of the Choe military regime, 
but subsequent Mongolian invasion and rule further enhanced the historic 
role of heriditary government. While the military regime took refuge on 
Kanghwa Island and became gradually corrupted with a life of sloth, it 
had been generally the case that the heriditary administration resisted 
the tyranny of the Mongol forces that rampaged over the countryside. 
Upon completion of peace negotiations with the Mongols the Koryo royal 
court was completely subordinated and powerless, and the aristocracy 
colluded with the Mongol regime, taking over wide tracts of land and 
oppressing the peasnats. It was during this course of events that the 
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authority of the Koryo king was strengthened and attempts made on several 
occasions to politically overthrow Mongol rule, but all ended in failure 

and eventually the Koryo Dynasty collapsed, and the Yi Dynasty was esta~ 

b lished, 


Consequently, the close of the 14th century was a time when the Ming had 
taken over on the continent in addition to the establishment of the Yi 
Dynasty, and a time when preparations had been laid internally to replace 
Koryo with Choson; at the same time, it was a time when the political and 
social consciousness of the lower class society--i.e. the heriditary 

rule society--had been raised to unprecedented levels through such pro- 
cesses as the military coup, resistance to the Mongols and the liberation 
of the system of rule from the Mongols. At such a time the objectives of 
rule of the newly established Yi Dynasty were twofold: first, to revamp 
the medieval system of rule that had begun to evolve in the closing days 
of Koryo, and second, the effective control of a peasantry whose level of 
consciousness had been raised to such an unprecedented level. 


The policy of revamping the medieval system emerged from the so-called 
Three Great Policies formulated by the Yi clan. The first of these, the 
Principle of Farming-First, was designed to restore the dominance of an 
agriculture-based economic system. Following land reform using the 
status land system, the policy of increasing agricultural productivity 
was effectively pursued, and the science and technology necessary for 
agricultural development was developed. The second, the Principle of 
Repressed Commerce, suppressed the development of commerce, and preserved 
the agrarian-based society at the same time that it prevented peasants 
from leaving the land. The Principle of Isolationism completely eli- 
minated travel by peasants to foreign countries and maintained an isola- 
ted society, but with development of foreign trade the collapse of the 
agriculture-based economic system could not be prevented. 


Nevertheless, a number of methods for effectively governing peasants whose 
consciousness had been raised to unprecedented levels at the end of the 
Koryo Dynasty were realized. The essential plan of the status land system 
to equitably distribute land to the farmers could not be achieved, owing 
to guarantees set for the standard of living of the high-born, but the 
tillage right of farmers was guaranteed on the official setting of rents 
was institutionalized. Although such policies were designed to chain the 
peasants to the land and to preserve a medieval-type stability, they were, 
at the same time, policies which set the peasants apart from the exploita- 
tion of the landholders. 


Further, the development of hangul (Korean alphabet] for use by the lower 
class can be viewed as a policy for effective rule. Even through the 

Koryo Dynasty, only those who could use hanja [Chinese characters] occu- 
pied government positions and, by not providing an alphabet for the lower 
classes, they could control the latter completely. Leaving the lower class 
outside the circle of literacy facilitated their complete control. However, 
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we can consider the point that, coming into the Yi Dynasty, it was not 
possible to govern the lower classes without teaching them a writing sys-~- 
tem, given their heightened level of consciousneas, With the creation of 
the Korean alphabet, the first work composed--the "Yongbio'ch'o'nga" 
("Song of Dragons Flying to Heaven")--eulogizing the founding of the Yi 
Dynasty was provided to the lower classes. It can be said that works 
such as this, which drew the affections of the people to the king, served 
to help govern them more effectively. 


The art of governing employed by the Yi kings in this manner in nation 
building was extremely effective, and the period following founding of 
the dynasty, i.e. the 15th century, was comparatively stable in terms of 
the ruling order. Although the stability of the 15th century was a sta- 
bility that quieted the political, economic and social chaos of the late 
Koryo period and increased agricultural productivity, when viewed from 
another angle it cannot be ignored that it was a stability that was 
interrupted by the collapse of the medieval system. The art of rule of 
the early nation building period was effective in that it brought a degree 
of political, economic and cultural development during the 15th century 
under a medieval-type stability and medieval system, but such was the 
case for no more than a century, and then disturbances again began to 


appear. 


As we know, Yi Dynasty history in the following 16th century was a time 
when the purge of scholars was repeated, and when party strife began. 
This was a time when the status land system completely collapsed and 

the large land-holder system began to re-emerge, and when the military 
system developed in the early stages of nation building also began to 
crumble. The power struggle between the out-of-power scholars, known as 
the Sarim Group, and those in power, known as the Conservative Merit 
{[Hungu]) Group, intensified, and the society of heriditary rule again be- 
gan to decline, with disturbances such as that of Him Ko-chong [Yim Kkok- 
chong] growing out of the vortex. Although the internal power mechanism 
of the scholar class was changed with the replacement of the Conservative 
Merit Group by the Sarim Group over the course of the 16th century, it 
had neither the freshmess nor the practicality of the early stage of the 
15th century and fell apart in the vortex of party warfare. 


To repeat: The Yi Dynasty of the scholar class, which quieted the chaos 
of late Koryo and restored medieval stability, had, over the course of 
the 15th century, an art of rule that was to a slight degree more accept- 
able to the common people, and was an affirmative stage in history. This 
historic affirmation of the regime of the scholar class was, however, 
limited to the 15th century, and from that time on the Yi kings lost 

this sense of history and maintained themselves through suppression. 





3. The Art of Yi Dynasty Rule Following the Hideyoshi Invasion 


Coming into the 16th century, the administrative order of the initial stage 
of the Yi Dynasty began to break apart piece by piece and the historic af- 
firmation of the scholar regime had already begun to fade, but the decisive 
blows were dealt by the Hideyoshi invasion [1592] and the Chinese invasion 
{1637}. Alienation of the common people from the Yi kings had already 
appeared toward the end of the 16th century, before the Hideyoshi invasion, 
but with the invasion the incompetency of the Yi Dynasty system of rule 

was displayed overnight, and this further aggravated [the alienation]. 

The party of the king, fearful that the invaders would set fire to Kyongbok 
Palace, was stoned by the common peop) as it fled to the north before the 
Japanese forces arrived in Seoul. Ags * om as the invasion began, the 
government troops all fled and the R eh eous Armies [Uibyong], with the 
Confucian scholars in the van, sprar »; but large and small uprisings, 
centered around the likes of Yi Mong x, Song Yu-chin, Kim Hui, Kang 
Tae-su and the Ko P'a, broke out everywhere. 


This war, which embroiled three Asian nations, was the primary cause of 

the change in regime in Japan and the change of dynasty in China, but in 
Choson [period name for Korea]--the actual battleground--the Yi Dynasty 
managed to hold on. From the viewpoint of the dynasty, the incident was 

a blessing among misfortunes, but viewed from the standpoint of our overall 
historic development, there was nothing fortunate about it. In fact, as 

a result of this unprecedented time of strife the Yi Dynasty was at a low 
point, and a new political power could have come to the fore and established 
a new dynasty. Even supposing that such could not have been expected of 
the forces which were behind the uprisings during the war, we can assume 
that it would not have been totally impossible for a new force to have 
sprung from the leaders of the Righteous Armies. 


[Admiral] Yi Sun-sin, although not a leader of the Righteous Armies, 
commanded a greater following among the rank and file soldiers and the 
common people than did the king, who had fled to Yiju [in North Pyongan 
Province], and as a result his staff had a greater number of such soldiers 
and common people than any other commander. Among the leaders of the 
Righteous Armies as well there were those who, through battle, were 
materially or directly supported by the common people end who, in fact, 
were objects of idolization. Nevertheless, Yi Sun-sin, who was persecuted 
by the government even in the midst of battle, was killed in the final 
battle, and Kim Tok-ryong, commander of the Honam Righteous Army, was 
taken into custody and killed for colluding in the Yi Mong-hak uprising. 
Chong Mun-pu, who had organized the Righteous Army in Hamgyong Province, 
was accused of treason after the war and killed, and Kwak Chae-u, commander 
of the Red Shirts, having survived a number of plots, became critical of 
political affairs and died while in retirement. The Yi Dynasty was able 
to survive because the Yi government was able to eliminate the war heroes 
of the Hideyoshi invasion, by one reason or another, and this too can be 
considered a means of rule. 
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The Chinese invasion represented a war which resulted from the failure of 
foreign policy toward the Ching, and was a total defeat. Although not a 
war that encompassed the entire nation, as was the Hideyoshi invasion, it 
did thoroughly trample the authority of the dynasty. As a means of re— 
gaining the authority lost following the Manchu invasions, the Yi govern- 
ment appointed several opposition scholars known as the Sallim [Mountain 
and Forest Group] to office, thus precipitating the so-called China Inva- 
sion Debate. It is apparent that this, rather than an issue involving the 
implementation of a campaign against China, was intended to divert the 
attention of the common people to the outside at a time when they were 

at the height ot unprecedented dissatisfaction stemming from the destruc- 
tion of two wars. By confusing to some extent the failure of its foreign 
policy toward the Ching and the defeat in war with the Chinese Invasion 
Debates, the system of rule of the Yi Dynasty was able to maintain itself, 
but subsequently, after the debates, found itself in an intolerable situa- 
tion. 


First and foremost, the administrative society was rotted to the core by 
party strife. Having fulfilled its historic role, the scholar class 

system of rule floundered in self-contradiction. At a time when the common 
people were restrained from recovering from the ravages of war, [the scho- 
lars] engaged continuously in unproductive power struggles, laying the 
blame on the so-called Propriety Issue. If one assumption be permitted, 

it would be that, had a new dynasty been established following the Hideyo- 
shi invasion, at least the process of party warfare would not have to have 
been suffered. 


Another issue which requires attention in Yi Dynasty history subsequent 

to the China Invasion Debates is that of the attendant almost virtual 
shutting off of the only channel for introduction of advanced civilization. 
Throughout history, the channel for introduction of advanced civilization 
to us has of course been that of China. After the Chinese Invasion, the 

Yi Dynasty regime was politically under complete submission to the Ching, 
but at the same time continued to stress its hostility concerning the 
situation and refused to acknowledge that it was an advanced civilization-- 
terming it barbarian--and, as a consequence, blocked the introduction of 
Western civilization that had found its way into the Ching. From the time 
of the China Invasion Debates until the latter part of the 18th century, 
when the debate over Northern Studies was introduced by a number of Posi- 
tivist Scholars, the advanced state of the Ching was not recognized, and 

as a result, the introduction of new civilization was controlled. It can 
be stated that continued devotion to the Ming, which had ceased to exist, 
and the avoidance of cultural contact with the new Ching Dynasty was, and 
not unsurprisingly so, a fundamental policy of the system of rule of the 

Yi Dynasty which enabled it to preserve itself. 


However, a policy which aimed to cut off contact with the outside and in 


so doing preserve the ruling system of old could not be thoroughly main- 
tained. Despite the control, new civilization gradually filtered in 
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through the Ching and was ingested by a number of intellectuale who had a 
keener sense of historical perspective, and, in the latter part of the 
lécth century, a few of them boldly acknowledged the superiority of Ching 
culture, thue precipitating the Northern Studies Debate over what should 
be learned, Under the assertion that Weatern civilization should be 
studied by inviting Weatern missionaries who were in China, Catholiciem 
was introduced and epread by a number of intellectuals. 


The introduction of Western culture through the Ching and the spread of 
Catholiciam could not help but pose a considerable threat to the Yi Dynas- 
ty system of rule. This was due to the possibility that intellectuals, 
arwed with new culture and new religion, could form a new political force. 
Sene ing an impending severe crisis,, the system rebounded in knee-jerk 
fashion and purged all of the progressive intellecturals, calling them 
Catholics, and once more reinforced the old regime. With the start of 
(ve 19th century, history once again took a giant step backward with the 
rise of the so-called palace politics. The perception by the common 
people that history was back-sliding led to the Hong Kyong-nae Revolt 

[in 1811], which touched off nat ‘onal civil uprisings once again. 


The palace politics of the Andong Kim ultimately dissolved in civil war, 
and the Tae Won-gun Period began. To protect against such civil uprisings, 
he [Tae Won-gun] was forced to adopt policies which courted to some extent 
the favor of the common people. These included the abolishment of numer- 
ous memorial halls, enforcement of the Household Tax System-forcing the 
Yangban for the first time to pay the tax--and control of corrupt offi- 
clals. By alleviating the antagonism of the common people on the one hand 
through implementation of such policies, and by thoroughly suppressing 
Catholicism and rigidly enforcing isolationism on the other, he was able 
once again to prop up the Yi Dynasty system of rule. 


Even before the palace politics of the Andong Kim took effect, i.e. in 

the latter half of the 18th century, scholars had appeared who, freed from 
the China Invasion Debate, were possessed of the idea that Chinese and 
Western culture should be accepted as part of the Northern Studies Debate, 
and it was possible that some degree of immunity might have developed 
through such contact with the West. Despite the fact that conditions were 
just about ripe for a controlled and previously planned opening of the 
door, the system, perceiving such as a threat, throughly suppressed and 
blocked it, and with this the high point of the Tae Won-gun era was reached. 
When the Tae Won-gun regime finally did collapse, an unprepared open door 
policy was forcibly put into effect. At the time of the open door policy, 
the Reformist Group [Kaehwap'a], had already begun to form, and although 
they must have some influence on the policy, it is also a fact that they 
could not by themselves have brought the open door to realization. 


Looking at Yi Dynasty history from this point of view, the system of rule 


of the dynasty from the time of the Hideyoshi invasion until the Open 
Door was one that had already missed the drift of history--an obsolete 
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ayatem=-but, making use of an art of rule capable of overcoming crises aa 
they arose, preserved iteelf through oppression; ultimately, thie led it, 
unprepared, to the Open Door in the hands of capitalian, 


4. Art of Rule Subsequent to the Open Door 


Needless to say, the Yi Dynasty regime did not change and become more 
progressive following the demolishing of Tae Won-gun's isolationist rule 
and the adoption of the Open Door policy. The result of the Open Door 
policy, ill-prepared and incapable of autonomy as it was, was that the 
nation's natural resources were drained off with practically no control 
and waves of capitaliem's manufactured goods innundated the agrarian 
society, and the government was helpless to do anything about it. Although 
a portion of government organization was drawn up along new lines learned 
from the modern culture brought in through Japan and the Ching, the Yi 
government was brought completely under the control of the Ching as a re- 
sult of the Imo Military Revolt [1882], and, with the inability of the 
reform government of Kim Ok-kyun to become established, it went over to 
an even more pro-Ching policy and thoroughly embraced conservatism. 


The Yi govern@ent, again confronted with the threat of an explosive situa- 
tion from the Tonghak and peasant revolution in demand of reforms of the 
feudalistic system, concluded a deceitful treaty with the peasant forces 
while soliciting the aid of the Ching military, which ultimately precipi- 
tated the Sino-Japanese War. The result of calling in outside force to 
put down the peasant army with the intention of preserving the regime was 
that the countryside was turned into a battleground for foreign armies; 
the hope of cutting off demands of the peasants for reform ultimately 

led to submission to the Japanese demand for "reform," and in fact opened 
the way for colonization. 


The royal regime, dissatisfied with the acceleration of reform of the pro- 
Japanese government forced by Japan and the tilt toward weakening of 

royal authority, looked to Russia, which was perceived as being stronger 
than Japan; the Japanese, seeing this as a threat, had the queen, who was 
thought to be the ringleader of the pro-Russian policy, put to death, and 
the king hid himself out at the Russian mission in order to preserve his 
life. While the king was in sanctuary at the Russian mission, concessions 
naturally accrued to the advantage of Russia, and accordingly the competi- 
tion for concessions by the European and American powers reached its 
climax. 


With the culmination of the Russo-Japanese War in the favor of Japan, the 
attempt to preserve power by dependence on Russia came to naught. Follow- 
ne the failure of the pro-China policy as a result of the Sino-Japanese 
War acd of the pro-Russia policy in the Russo-Japanese War, the Yi Dynasty 
regime finally turned to the might of the United States and sent mission- 
aries such as [Homer] Hulbert to the U.S. However, the U.S. had already 
recognized Japan's sovereignity over the Korean Peninsula in the Katsura- 
Taft Memo as a condition for guaranteeing its rights in the Philippines. 
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With the failure of both the pro-China and prowRussela policies in two 

ware, the royal court wae truly helpless, and the political stage wae 

left as a matter of course to the pro~Japanese forces, Aas the cabinet, 
which had become a tool of Japan, transformed the protectorate into a full- 
fledged colonial structure, the Righteous Army battles broke out sharply; 
when the government of the Great Empire of the Han (Korea) mobilised ite 
troope to assist the Japanese forces in suppressing them, they finally 
disbursed and disappeared. 


During this process the royal court could do nothing more than dispatch 
secret envoys to the International Peace Conference, the United States 

and 80 on. Perceiving the constraints of the “Treaty of Protection" an 
effort wae made to get the help of international public opinion, but all 
failed as a result of collusion by countries such as the United Kingdom, 
which were allied with Japan, and finally there was nothing that could be 
done but affix the seal to the “Treaty of Annexation.” When [King) Kojong 
died, a Yangban living in Yangyang County commented, "The Yi king, having 
turned the land that for 500 years has been the Yi over to the Japanese, 
and having made 20 million subjects the slaves of Japan, was an unworthy 
ruler and an immutable enemy; there is no need to wear mourning clothes." 
A young man had received a missionary education pointed out, "Little 

could be said about eh patriarchal ruler of the people had the nation 

been lost as the result of war, but one who allows annexation by a foreign 
country without so much as a fight is not a sovereign monarch--what is the 
need for wourning clothes? Such enables us to have a feel for the senti- 
mente of the people at that time. 


All things considered, it is difficult to find any sense of direction in 
the art of rule of the Yi government subsequent to the Open Door. The Yi 
art of rule that had been employed at the time of medieval isolationism 
couldn't be used when put before the international community following 
the Open Door policy. It is plain that the royal court, which failed to 
set political policies which would have conformed to the new epochal and 
historical changes underway, was engrossed with preserving itself by 
looking to whatever power among the international powers that surrounded 
the Korean Peninsula that it thought strongest at the time, and that could 
only lead ultimately to reduction as a colony of Japan. Looking at the 
opinions expressed following the death of Kojong, such as “At that time, 
since, in the tradition of the Yi kings, the Korean emperor appointed 
public and military officials from among Yangban confucian scholars, and 
the common people didn't have even lower-class privileges, there was no 
need to exhibit lower-class grief," one has to assume that the Yi Dynasty 
ruling system had reached its limits. 


5. Conclusion 
When we examine the Yi Dynasty period from this perspective, it is evident 


that whatever support the Yi ruling order had from the common people was, 
from the historical point of view, limited to the 15th century; we are 
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thus forced to take into consideration how it wae that, irrespective of 
this support, ite art of rule exhibited such efficacy on each and every 
occasion subsequently, and that the dynasty, which had been preserved 
far 500 years, failed to achieve historic change of ite own accord and 
was thus reduced to the etatus of a colony. 


During the 500 years of the Yi Dynasty, numerous revolts and popular 
uprisings took place, but the revolts ended as revolts and the popular 
uprisings ended as just that--uprisings. Although a peasant struggle 
occurred which can now be called a revolution, it was put down by foreign 
troops. In the case of the Tonghak and peasant rebellions which were put 
down by foreign forces, although nothing was achieved, the common people 
did in each inetance resist the Yi art of rule through opular uprising 

or rebellion; we have to believe that the ability of the Yi art of rule 
to display such efficacy on each occasion, and to thus preserve the Yi 
Dynasty for such a long period of time, wae due to the fact that an 
intellectual class capable of leading such opposition through organiza- 
tion and infusion of ideology was not formed. 


Even early in the Yi Dynasty, an intellectual clase separate from the 
government structure did not develop. There were no intellectuals during 
the Yi period other than the Confucians and the Buddhist priests; the 
Confucians were all aspirants to the bureaucracy, and as for the Buddhist 
priests, being of low social origin, they in reality did not play the 
role of intellectuals. Under circumstances where no group of intellectuals 
existed outside the bureaucratic system, rebellions, when they occurred, 
were not infused with an anti-dynasty feeling, and when popular uprisings 
broke out, there was no one to organize their strength or to provide a 
motivating doctrine so as to lead them in the direction of overthrowing 
the dynasty. 


Going into the latter part of the Yi Dynasty, an intellectual group out- 
side the system began to form, the representatives of which were known as 
adherents to the Pragmatic School [Silhak]. Although the Silhak is diffi- 
cult to categorize, and even if small, when viewed from a historic per- 
spective, it occupied a position outside of the bureaucratic system; it 
should be characterized as having been limited to those espousing objec- 
tive and critical concepts. 


Within this narrow scope the Silhak scholars lived their lives with the 
common people, and to some degree correctly understanding the historic 
contradictions of medieval society which had accumulated in this period, 
made proposals for reform. The theories on reform that they offered 
touched broadly on all the important areas of national administration, 
starting with the issue of land and including administrative organizations, 
military system, commerce and foreign trade. However, their reform theo- 
ries did not directly address the problem of the power structure or go as 
far as refuting the Yi Dynasty itself. In other words, it is extremely 
difficult to find anything revolutionary about the theories. 











The politicians of the Reformiat Group, who brought about a change of 
government subsequent to the Open Door policy in order to implement their 
theories on administrative reform, were also atopped short by the limita- 
tions of the monarchy, as manifested by the so-called relationship be- 
tween the king and his subjects, and until euch time as thie was renounced 
they had no influence, The question of whether or not the leaders of the 
Tonghak and peasant uprisings denounced the king himself requires further 
research, but it ie not at all clear as to what characterisitics would 
have developed later--whether the forces that shaped the Independence Club 
would have made such an objective part of their achievement of total popu- 
lar rule, whether they too wouid have been estopped by the limitations pre- 
sented by monarchial rule, or even whether the autocratic monarchy would 
have been changed into something akin to an absolute monarchy. 


The Patriotic Enlightenment Movement which followed the "Ulea Protection 
Treaty" was a comparatively broad movement which tended to mobilize the 
groups of intellectuals that had been formed up until that time. Although 
it was a movement to safeguard soverelgnity after monarchial power had been 
given up under the "Protection Treaty," the sovereignity which those in- 
volved hoped to safeguard as yet resided in authority of the king, and 
could not have been national sovereignity. Although a discussion of deny~ 
ing absolute rule developed in the final stage of the movement, it could 
never be freed to any great extent from the overall environment of wanting 
to preserve absolute rule. 


Such political attitudes on the part of intellectuals were connected with 
the movement for democracy at a time of colonialization. On the one hand, 
there were advocates of total independence who absolutely rejected the 
colonial system of rule, and among them were those who leaned toward 
preparing for independence and toward self-rule; in contrast to those 

who wanted a war of independence, there were also advocates of the so- 
called independence through diplomacy who hoped to get a-sistance from 
one of the other big powers in order to be freed from Japanese imperialist 
rule. 


It goes without saying that, when looked at from the perspective of the 
dynasty or the ruling system, for a bureaucratic system whose historical 
role had already been played to so skillfully display at all times an 

art of rule that enabled it to prolong its existence, and hence that of 
the dynasty and the ruling system, was fortuitous; however, when viewed 
from the standpoint of our overall historical development, such was un- 
fortunate. Although the reasons for the success of this art of rule can 
be traced to a number of causes, it can be attributed first and foremost 
to the near non-existence of intellectuals outside the system, as well as 
to the fact that their perception of hisotry was not of sufficient depth.

FRENCH REPORTER EXAMINES REGIONALISM IN KWANGJU RIOT

[Excerpt] If some of the Kwangju inhabitants seem bent on continuing the 
struggle, others would rather leave town to escape a possible tank platoon 
attack. Observers see long lines of refugees along the roads. 


In their effort to regain control of the situation in the Cholla Province, 
military authorities are going into action on two levels. While first of all 
staging the Kwangju revolt, as some “Hooligans” and some “undesirable 
elements" are doing, they are justifying a possible intervention, as it were, 
in advance. Good citizens, perhaps somewhat mislead during the week, hoping 
for a return to order, they must succeed in stopping the infiltration which 
is jeopardizing the nation's security. Counterespionage services on Friday 
disclosed that they were afraid that North Korea is trying to make Kwangju 
“their base for guerrilla forces in the South." Press releases or "rumors" 
originating among the military hourly circulate “data which tend to make 
increasingly more plausible in the people's view the explanation that a 
Communist "fifth column" is organizing the Kwangju riots. 


The authorities’ fears are no doubt not unfounded. While encouraging a 
"witch hunt" and endeavoring to sow doubt in the minds of demonstrators 

and the population as a whole, it still remains for them to put forth every 
effort to break down the resistance at Kwangju and prevent the building up 
of a support movement on the rebel's behalf. On Saturday it was announced 
at Seoul that according to "some sources," the demonstrators had seized five 
communist spies, two of whom were women, and delivered them to the proper 
authorities. 


It is obvious that the anarchy which is prevailing in Kwangju is in a region 
made to order for agitators. Neither is it difficult incidentally to remind 
the Koreans that within the second half of 40 years, a communist movement has 
been organized in the Cholla province. 
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Evidently, the military have also backed "regionalism" which is an important 
factor in Korean life, to limit unrest to the Cholla Province. Old enmities 
which go back as far as the seventh century, and to the period of the three 
kingdoms, are traditionally antagonistic to the Cholla and Kwangju provinces, 
which were respectively the former kingdoms of Silla and Pekche, the former 
having brought about the country's unification in 676. Since then, the Korean 
leaders have always followed the recommendation of the first king of the Koryo 
dynasty (936-1392) never to confer any high office on persons coming from 
Cholla, "people who cannot be trusted," they still say today. This discrimina- 
tion against Cholla inhabitants which, before the war, they tell us, was still 
made evident by obliging them to pay their admission to a university in Seoul 
several months in advance, has stressed the very strong sense of identity 

they themselves deeply feel in response to this distrust. Once again we find 
a gulf existing in the present society which reflects enmities and ancestral 
particularisms. General Chon, among others, came from Kyongsang, the 
neighboring province of Cholla, while Cholla was the birthplace of Mr Kim 
Daejung, leader of the opposition, maltreated by the Park regime and today 
ouce again seized and accused of being in the pay of the communists. 


It is not only the military who think that the Koreans could react more force- 
fully in terms of regionalist rather than political opinions on the unrest 
within the Cholla Province. A scholar from the old school, whom no one 

could suspect of being a partisan of muscle-bound regimes, once he mentioned 
the number of years spent in prison, told us that it is not impossible that 
the country is relatively indifferent to the tragedy which the Kwangju inhabi- 
tants are suffering--simply because it is the capital of South Cholla. This 
view of the situation reflects, perhaps, only a part of the truth. Living 

in Seoul there are more than a million persons who are natives of Cholla, 

and who for the most part belong to the underprivileged classes of the popula- 
tion. These people have been deeply affected by what is going on in Kwangju. 
On the other hand, we wonder if the regionalist inactivity has been so 
strongly noted among the young as among their parents. Students whom we 

have met in Seoul, on their part, seem very much concerned about the incidents 
which are occurring in the South. 


The United States, which has repeated its appeal for moderation in the 
Kwangju affair, has also advised North Korea against any attempt to exploit 
the situation. So far, we have not noted any anti-American feeling. On the 
other hand, in Seoul, since it was made known that the United States was 
authorizing some Korean troops placed under joint command to initiate police 
operations, some students were wondering what the Carter administration was 
looking for. One of them told us: "On the one hand, Carter speaks of human 
rights and, on the other, he lends support to a regime which is perhaps going 
to bring about a blood bath in the country's South."

[Text] In preparation for the domestic sale of color TV sets, the govern- 
ment has mapped out a series of comprehensive measures to foster the elec- 
tronic industry as a strategic export front. 


During the latter half of this year, the government will furnish the elec- 
tronic industry with 10 billion won from the National Investment Fund. 


According to the plan formulated by the Ministry of Commerce and Industry, 
international competiveness and technical improvement in the TV industry 
will be emphasized on the occasion of the domestic sale of color TV sets. 


A total of 100 billion won has already been invested in the color TV and 
black-white TV industries. 


The ministry will also foster technology-intensive electronic industries 
such as semiconductors and computers in order to avoid the pursuit of such 
countries as mainland China which has recently been putting emphasis on 
the electronic industry. 


During the latter half of this year, the ministry will provide 10 billion 
won in loans to industries pioducing semiconductors and computers. Each 
firm will be given up to 1 billion won. 


Imports of automatic facilities will be spurred with foreign currency loans, 
and customs clearance will be allowed for samples. 


Through Hongkong and Singapore, the ministry will push exports of newly- 
developed items including electronic ranges and computerized appliances to 
third countries. 


The ministry will encourage exporters of electronic products to expand 
their markets in the United States and Japan, asking them to step up after 
service systems and to establish on-the-spot production systems.

RECESSION CAUSES DECREASE IN MASAN POPULATION

[Text] Masan--The population of this industrial port city has drasti- 
cally decreased by more than 26,000 persons in the past five months, re- 
flecting the recession now seizing the nearby Changwon industrial complex. 


Statistics compiled by the city administration showed yesterday that the 
city had a registered population of 339,807 persons in 74,493 households 

as of the end of last May--a decrease of 26,363 persons in 4,634 households 
since the end of last year. 


City officials attributed such a sharp population decrease to the long- 
continuing business recession in the free export zone here and in the 
neighboring Changwon industrial estate, which has culminated in the closure 
or suspension of business of many firms and factories during the past five 
months. 


According to the city officials, as many as 700 persons in Yangdok-dong, 
mostly employees of export firms and industrial plants in Changwon, were 
leaving for their home towns every day after they lost jobs in the worsen- 
ing recession. 


Until 1978, the population of this city had increased by around 3,000 
persons every day causing extreme shortages of rented rooms and houses 


in the city. These days, however, many houses are posting “rented room 
available" on their gates.

POSSIBLE ELECTRONICS WORKERS' STRIKE--Pusan--A massive labor-management 
dispute is likely to arise at the Gold Star Co. here, one of the largest 
electronic goods makers in Korea, with the 1,500 laborers opposing the 
company's plan to move the factory and employees to its plants in other 
districts. The company has notified the employees that they will be 
transferred to plants in major industrial complexes such as Kuro, 
Changwon, Kimi and Kimhae, which will absorb the production facilities 

of the Pusan factory. Some 700 employees, however, have strongly opposed

[Text] Seoul, June 17 (HAPTONG)--The government will revise ite capital 
area population decentralization program to cope effectively with chang- 
ing situations and conditions. 


Under the original program, Seoul's population was to reach eight million 
in 1981, end with the construction of a new administrative capital city 
south of Seoul in 1986, the government had planned to curb Seoul's popula- 
tion to seven million, the 1976 level, first minister without portfolio 
Kim Chwa-kyom said Monday afternoon. 


However, as Seoul's population has already exceeded the eight million 

level as of the end of last year, it would be inevitable for the government 
to revise its capital area population decentralization program, Minister 
Kim said. 


To this end, the graduate school of environment at Seoul National University 
was working on a revision of the capital area population relocation program, 
and a revised program will be finalized toward the end of this year, said 
Minister Kim, who is in charge of formulation and implementation of the 
program. 


Through consultations with the government offices concerned such as the 

ministries of construction and transportation, the revised program will 

be implemented in a manner consistent with the national land development 
plan and road expansion projects, Minister Kim said. 


To curb population in the capital area to optimum level, it is imperative 
for the government to develop national land and establish educational 
facilities throughout the country on a more balanced basis, he pointed out. 


He added that the government should step up its financial support and tax 
favors for the balanced development of national land and expansion of 
educational facilities. 


Meanwhile, a high-ranking government official said Monday afternoon that a 
government plan to build a new administrative city south of Seoul should 
also be readjusted in line with the proposed revision of the capital area 
population decentraiization program.
